AUTHORITY ON COTTON WARNS |VISIT OF DUKE TO KAISER DECLARED SUCCESS TWICKENHAM 


AMERICANS AGAINST LAGGING 


FERRY RIGHTS 
NOT INFRINGED 


Court Decision Favors Proprietors | 
of New Service Installed at 


Famous Thames _ Crossing. 


(Special to the Monitor) 

LONDON —In the aetion brought hy 
the Earl of Dysart and his tenant, W. JJ 
(Champion, against Messrs. Hammerton. 
& Company, boat owners of Twickenham, . 
judgment has been given in favor of the 
defendants. The cause of the action was: 
the alleged infringement of the rights. 
of the Earl of Dysart to the ferry pas- | 
Senger traffic at Twickenham, the 
owner of the famous old Twickenham | 
ferry, by Messrs. Hammerton, 
recently commenced to carry passengers | 
across the river from and to certain 
points between the plaintiff's ferry and 
Richmond. 

In delivering judgment Mr. 
Warrington stated that the questions he | 
had to determine were whether the 
plaintiffs were entitled to the franchise | 
thev claimed; secondly their ferrv| 
one from point to point or from vill to 
vill; and thirdly had the defendants been 
and were thev disturbing their ferry. 

To the two first questions his lordship 
said there was no doubt an affirmative 
reply could be given. For 200 vears or 
more, as Was proven by alocuments, the 
predecessors of Lord Dysart had claimed 
and exercised the right to carry pas- 
sengers and goods to and from Twicken- 
ham on the Middlesex shore and Ham on 
the Surrey. shore. The plaintiffs had 
therefore established their franchise, and 
further, he considered the ferry was one 
from point to point and not from vill 
to vill. 

The third point, whether the defend- 
ants were wrongfully carrving passen- 
gers over the river was the only difficult 
one in the ease. 
had to decide was whether the defend- 
ants’ ferry was a colorabie diversion-only 
of the plaintHt's ferry, or whether it 
was a bona fide attempt to accommodate 
traflie new and different from that which 
the old ferry was established to serve.

so entirely bereft of dignity and reason-

Though no such motive could be laid 
to the share of such men as the imperial 
chancellor and the foreign secretary, it 
must be presumed that the presse have 
allowed themselves to become the mouth- 
piece of that public opinion which would 
kee the rapid adoption of the German 
army bill no matter at what price. 

The Cologne Gazette affects to see in 
the Nancy incident a justification for its 
notorious article on France which was 
denounced by the North German Gazette. 
The Vorwaerts, the Socialist organ, re- 
fers to the press attitude in this most 
absurd of frontier incidents in a manner 
which reflects the opinion, not only of 
the Socialists of Germany, but of every 
one of ite citizens who has not been in- 
fected by the Chauvinism of the press. It 
Bays: 

“No more dainty dish could have 
come the way of our armament fanatics 
than this childish incident at Nancy. 
Now, of course, they hold in their hands 
the proof that the French nation is boil- 
ing with the fever of revenge, that Ger-

Home Secretary Tells Keir Har- 
die, in Reply to Strictures, That 
He Acted to Avoid Violence

WESTMINSTER--On the motion for 
the adjournment of the House Keir 
Hardie rose and condemned the order, 
issued recently, prohibiting the holding 
of meetings by suffragists in Hyde Park 
and elsewhere. 

Doubtless, he said, the legality of the 
order would be tested; his objection to 
it Was that it constituted a very serious 
interference with the right of. public 
meeting. The first reason given for the 
issue of the order was the difficulty of 
affording police protection, At all these 
meetings, Mr. Hardie said, the prepon- 
derating majority of the audience was 
peacefully disposed and willing to listen, 
and the disturbance was. mainly caused 
by irresponsible youths. Surely the police 
force ought to be able to cope with dis- 
turbances so created. 

Another reason for the issue of the 
order was that the avowed policy of the 
women’s socml and political union was to 
advocate the commission of crime. As- 
suming that was so, surely the remedy 
was to prosecute those guilty of. the il- 
legal advice. When honorable and right 
honorable gentlemen opposite gave il- 
legal advice to the people in the north 
of Ireland no consequences followed, the 
reason being probably that should re- 
sults follow, the law would take the 
usual course, and prfnish not only those 
guilty of breaking the law bv violence, 
but those guilty_of giving the advice. 
The same policy, he continued, should 
be followed in the present case. 

Home secretaries had been beaten in 
every tussle with the militant section 
of the women’s movement. Forcible 
feeding had admittedly broken down, 
and this new attempt to apply coercion 
and et. with an old and well- 
established right was bound to fail also. 
He asked Mr. McKenna to repent while 
there was yet time, and calise the new 
order to be at once withdrawn. 

In reply Mr. McKenna pointed out that 
grave disorder had occurred at the suf- 
fragists’ meetings during the past few 
weeks, despite the presence of large bod- 
ies of police. It was the avowed policy 
of the women’s social and political union 
to advocate crime. The authorities had 
allowed these meetings to be held for 
weeks, and had seen, as might have been 
expected, that the enunciation of such doc- 
trines and projects by these women had 
roused the audience to such a degree of 
passion that no police could keep the 
peace. Therefore it was his duty, in 
these circumstances, to prevent t!.2 hold- 
ing of these meetings, which, if allowed 
to continue, must inevitably result in 
violence. He was not interfering with 
the right of free speech, but with dis- 
order, and he meant to keep order in 
London, 


KAISER WISHES - 
DUELS TO CEASE.

The spring show, held re- 
cently, contained sampies of the harvest 
just gathered, and as last season was one 
of a continuous series of bountiful years 
which South Australia has enjoyed, the 
exhibits of primary production 
especially noteworthy. 

A feature of the show was the section 
in Which various districts competed for 
the best selection of farm and other 
products of the respective localities. 
The distinctive articles in one exhibit 
numbered as many as 230, and ranged 
from the ordinary delicacies produced in 
the kitchen to magnificent specimens of 
vegetables, fruit, fodders, minerals, and 
woolen goods, including blankets, a test- 
imony to the wonderful resources of the

Other exhibits comprised poultry, flow- 
ers, blood-stock, farm machinery, motor 
vehicles and various manufactured arti- 
cles. From a financial standpoint the 
exhibition held in the corresponding 
month of last year was easily eclipsed, 
the attendance increasing from 28,576 
to 33,646, and the receipts from £801 to 
£904.

MONGOLIANS ROUT 
CHINESE TROOPS

PEKING, China— According to the lat- 
est Chinese military reports, 2000 Mon- 
golians after a forced march, made a. 
night attack recently upon some 700 
Chinese, who were camped in a temple 
outside the Urga territory, and near 
the Chino-Mongolian frontier.

Then 
I cut stiff paper into strips about an 
inch wide. A box somewhat larger than 
the piece “to be packed is lined with a 
deep, ‘soft bed of these strips of paper. 
The treasured berry bowl or pitcher is 
laid into this bed of paper and more 
paper is packed about and on top. These 
boxes are addressed and “Cut Glass” is 
marked on them in staring black letters.

ITHACA, N. Y.—That Cornell has a 
splendid all-around track team, which 
has a good chance to win the intercol- 
legiate track and field championships at 
the Harvard Stadium this vear is the 
opinion of Coach Farrell of Michigan, 
whose track team was overwhelmed in a 
dual meet with Cornell.

opera as to other things, mean prices that, 

save on rare occasions, are beyond the reach 
of the populace. In short, the grand opera to be produced at the 
Century theater, New York, next season, may be heard at rates run- 
ning all the way from 25 cents to $2 a seat. This scale will leave 
plenty of latitude for choice. The lowest price can hardly be called 
exclusive even for the humblest class: the highest price is not so 
low as to repel the well-to-do; the intermediate prices should make 
it possible for those who want music at a medium rate a full measure 
of opportunity. 

The season is to be begun on the presumption that there will be 
a net-loss of about $100,000. This deficit in anticipation is to be met 
in advance by public-spirited citizens. One quarter of the amount 
necessary has already been subscribed: there appears to be no doubt 
as to the balance. This’ sum, with the estimated receipts trom the 
sale of seats, will provide for not merely a short and fashionable 
opera season, but for forty-five weeks of opera. It will not be alto- 
gether “grand”’ in the strict sense. The heavier works will be 
relieved now and then by lighter productions. -A\s every music lover 
in New York is to be asked to assist 19 making the enterprise a suc- 
cess, so every shade of musical taste is to be catered to. 

As we have heretofore pointed out in this connection, popular 
grand opera should not be localized in the United States. every 
large city in the country should have a share init. It 1s only through 
cooperation between all the large cities that a national taste for grand 
opera can be cultivated and satisfied, only through such cooperation 
that the United States can be made an inviting tield for the world’s 
musical talent. There should be an outlet for New York's grand 
opera talent in other cities; other cities should tind an outlet in New 
York. A broad and free system of interchange, a nation-wide held 
for singers and musicians, will open the United: States to musical 
talent and put it in this respect on the plane of Europe. It will 
mean the difference between grand opera in regular fashion and 
erand opera as the larger communities of the country have long 
heen getting it, intermittently and sporadically. )

finding entertainment, so that there need be 
no misunderstanding as to the time for get- 
ting up or the time for sitting down. When 
one is stopping at a hotel one consults his 
own convenience; when one is accepting and enjoying the hospitality 
of a triend, the convenience of that friend must be considered. Next 
to one's own home, there is nothing jn the way of lodging and board 
to be compared, so far as freedom of movement goes, with the enter- 
tainment provided by the good hotel. Ina hotel one may come and 
vo as one pleases. One does not have to apologize if one is late for 
breakfast, for luncheon or for dinner. One may order what one 
would like to eat. And all that. 

But when vou are a guest, in return for the honor done vou, 
and in appreciation of home-like and agreeable surroundings, the 
least One can do is to get into touch as quickly as possible with the 
family customs. Heretofore it has not been an easy matter to do 
this, because obtaining the necessary information has been a delicate 
and a tedious matter. The guest time-table is intended to straighten 
out evervthing. It is placed upon the mantelpiece of one’s room, 
somewhat after the tashion of that familiar publication “Rates and 
ules of This Hotel.” All the guest needs to do 1s to read it over 
and over again carefully, commit it to memory, and be governed 
accordingly. 

It tells him when the first and second announcement is made 
for breaktast, when to enter the breaktast room, when to be on hand 
for luncheon, when to be dressed tor dinner, when the mail is col- 
lected and delivered, and so on. It may, according to the circum- 
stances, go farther than this. One would mmnagine that the idea 
might be carried much farther. [It could contain hints, for instance. 
regarding the cherished opinions of those one is lkely to meet at 
the table. It might name a few subjects of conversation from which 
to make a selection. It couid be issued i the morning so as to con- 
tain the baseball scores and give the progress of the debate on the 
taritt bill. It might contain a collection of jokes wherewith one 
mught enliven the table talk in case the conversation seemed to lag 
or to sag. It nnight contain a hint for the guest who was wearing 
out his welcome. 

To tell all the things the guest time card might be made to do 
would consume too much space. The time card is the fruit of a 
happy thought. The only danger would seem to be that it might 
be overdone, and to prevent it from being overdone the host might 
have to edit it, read proot on it, and see that it did not deviate from 
the family policy. This would simply be adding to his responsi- 
bilities, but there are hosts who rather like to be kept at the grind- 
stone while their guests are having a good time. so that it would not 
be surprising if the guest card should develop into a house newspa- 
per, and contain not only the closing stock quotations of vesterdav 
but all the societv news of the neighborhood, illustrated. Those 
things can seldom stand still. They must go on or cease, and they 
venerally go on until they stop. 
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Ir 1S reported that a means has been discovered by the Univer- 
sity of North Dakota whereby lignite at $1.75 may be substituted 
for coal at. $5 or $6 a ton in the firing of locomotive engines.

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THe problem of publishers and writers of 
text-books that are to be used in the schools 
and colleges of the United States, as to 
how to produce volumes that will be truth- 
ful and yet salable. is not so simple as it 
might seem to be at first glance. With max- 
imum circulation as an ideal, the safe rule 
seems to be to evade dogmatic statements on 
as Many divisive issues as can be dodged 
and at the same time retain the pretense of 
writing history. Of course, in the realms of mathematics, clemis- 
try, physics and pre-reformation history there is not much need 
to be politic. But when it comes to instructing youth about ltera- 
ture, history and art and doing justice to the innumerable parties, 
“schools,” factions and cliques that have flourished in the past and 
that still are lusty and powerful, it is hardly possible to attempt the 
task without the certainty that adverse criticism from some source 
must follow. But criticism implies a possible boveott, and boycott 
means diminished sales. So the publishers would let the book be 
‘“yudicial,” which is another word, often, for neutral. 

If, on the other hand, it is decided by the publisher that the 
book shall tell the truth as nearly as it can be told. come what may 
in the wav of limited circulation, the appeal being to time and a 
sense of fair play and to the constituency that wants the truth bevond 
all else, the difficulty is to find an author sufficiently broad in outlook 
and unprejudiced in judgment, to see and to tell the truth. A case 
in point is the history of American literature that now is under fire 
bv residents of regions south of Mason and Dixon's line. It is not 
necessary to admit the justness of all the charges made against the 
hook to concede also the essence of the complaint, namely, that it 
overrates New Englands and New York’s share in a process that, 
after all, has been far more national than any great critic has seen 
or asserted. Sensible southerners can hardly object to having their 
children know about such of the northern thinkers and authors as 
really were great; but thev are not to be blamed at all if they insist 
on a history of national literature—political as well as poetical and 
romantic—which does justice to Madison and Calhoun, Poe, Lanier, 
Joel Chandler Harris and minor lights. 

There are few American needs in the intellectual realm. as 
clamant as that for political, literary and ethical criticism that com- 

¢ prehends the nation as it 1s, not as it was, and that takes into account 
how much of the criteria for past judgments was “fixed” by the 
judges themselves.

BECAUSE of the need of giving something 
like consistency to its policy, if tor no other 
reason, the United States, we believe, must 
soon redefine who may and who may not 
become citizens. \Who may enter the coun- 
try and who may lease lands are issues ot 
less iMnportance than who may become 
Americans without being born in the land. 
kor ,.American nativity covers a multitude 
of race differences. IJf the test of the seeker 
for citizenship by naturalization is partly to be that of lis inclusion 
within the “white race,” how is that expansive term to be defined. 
\s we have previously remarked, western Asiatics, peoples that 
have migrated to the United States of late vears and settled mainly 
in cities along the “Atlantic, already have gained admission under 
rulings of the minor federal courts. Now comes word that a fed- 
eral judge, holding court in Spokane, has admitted to membership 
the first of many Indians now working 1n the Northwest. The 
person thus honored is a native of Calcutta. He based his claim 
on his identification with a strictly Tlindu caste descending from 
Arvan ancestry and affliated in feature and primitive racial ideals 
with Caucasians, even if dark-skinned and far from being “white” 
/ men. :

The admission of this person to citizenship, if not challenged 
and negatived, will open the door of citizenship to a new type of 
immigrant with whom employers of labor on the Pacific coast now 
are dallying. If privileges are conceded to this type and denied 
to other Asiatics, they are not likely to improve American relations 
with Japan or with China. 

As we have_repeatedly said of late, the race question is getting 
to be too complex now to be covered satistactorily by the laws of 
the past. Immigration restriction is coming to have practical phases 
which did not exist in the more idyllic days of the last two centuries. 
‘The retarding and handicapping effects of heterogeneity of popula- 
tion are beginning to be seen as the new century broadens. The 
more abstract theories of race equality and relationships between 
markedly differing peoples are being questioned in high places, politi- 
cal and academic. Organized labor in the United States is now 
arraved against the “open door” for every seeker for admission.

Sections fifteen and sixteen of 
the so-called Washburn bill should be lifted trom they obscurity and 
made the main features of a distinet proposal. 

What the measure of railroad: debt. should be ts one of the 
choicest topics of current discussion. The standard in Massachu- 
setts for a long period was that it should not exceed the amount of 
the capital stock. No contention is made that this limitation was 
based on reason, other than that there must be a general limitation, 
even if an arbitrary one. Quite recently the Legislature relented 
and made the limit twice as broad, permitting bond issue to double 
the amount of the capital. Obviously doubling an inaccurate meas- 
ure does not make it accurate. Ihe provisions of the sections in 
the Washburn bill maintain the old device but seem to permit an 
escape by a side door, the open:ng of which ts attended with such 
fluttering purpose as to give it a new angle at every rewriting of this 
much-rewritten bill. When the basis of debt expansion is seriously 
undertaken it will be seriously discussed, and then will be the time 
to go into its merits. For the present. the fact that there is variation 
iy the treatment of these teatures of the bill and that thev fail to get 
clearly stated would be reason enough for taking them out and giv- 
ing them their own clear way. 

~ The Washburn b:ll has for its main purpose the enlargement 

of the railroad commission both in number and in powers.  -\mple 
undertaking, it would seem, for one bill, with the necessarv detail as 
to reorganization.
